Vatican Decree Lists Changes 


Rules Governing Nuns 
In Cloisters Revamped 


Vatican City —({Radio-NC)—A new decree issued by the 
Sacred Congregation of the Affairs of Religious modernizes 
ihe rules governing nuns in pontifical cloisters, those who 
are under the direct supervision of the Holy See. 

_Amajor aspect of the decree is “papal minor seclusion,” 
which permits outside apostolic works to be entrusted to a 


part of the congregation of a clois- 
tered convent. 


Outside activities now consider- 
¢' compatible with the contempla- 
live life are the teaching of Cate- 
chism, religious instruction, educa- 
tion of children, their preparation 
for First Communion and similar 
Works. 

CLOISTERED nuns are also per- 
mitted to leave their convent for 
the following reasons: air raids, 
requisition of convents by military 
civil authorities, economie rea-

The new decree abrogates 
this distinction. Henceforth only 


those convents that observe 
“papal enclosure” will be _ re- 
garded as cloistered. This means 
that permission to enve: or leave 
them must be obtained from the 
Holy See, except for emergen- 
cies such as grave illness. Ex- 
communication is the penalty 
for violation of seclusion. 


Previously, in minor pontifical 
cloisters, sonretimes called eccles- 
iastical ones, the local bishop had 
authority over the rules regarding 
enclosure. Under the cegulations 
laid down by “Sponsa Christi,” 
minor cloistures were classified as 
those retaining all the essential 
features of the ancient cloister, 
but in which a notable part of 
the personnel is allowed to engage 
within the convent in some munis- 
try with external persons.

Pope Reactivates 


Pontifical Academy 


Of Theology 


Vatican City — (Radio-NC)— 
Pope Pius XII has adapted to mod- 
ern times the Pontifical Academy 
of Roman Theology, which was 
founded in 1718 by Pope Clement 
XI. 


THE REACTIVATION of the 
academy was made known in a de- 
cree published in a recent issue 
of Acta Apostolicae Sedis (The 
Acts of the Apostolic See), offi- 
cial publication of the activities 
of the Holy See. 


Through a special statute issued 
by the Pope, Giuseppe Cardinal 
Pizzardo, Prefect of the Sacred 
Congregation of Seminaries and 
Universities, becomes its Cardinal- 
“aeocm ge” The secretary of the 
acred Congregation of Seminar- 
es and Universities is Bishop Car- 
o Confalonieri. 


Formerly, the theological 
academy consisted of 40 priests 
who were widely esteemed for 
their knowledge of religious doc- 
trine. Twenty of them were se- 
lected from Rome and the Lazio 
Province, and 20 from other 
“aera of Italy and other coun- 

es, 


The new decree states that in 
addition to these ordinary mem- 
-bers, “correspondent members” 
can now be nominated to the acad- 
emy. It is believed that priests 
outside of Italy may be honored 
in the future with membership.
